1 . Claims 27-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a light intensity control apparatus 
comprising, in addition to the other recited features of the claim, selection between an output of 
an average of the intensity of the light and an output of a second light intensity level depending 
on a selection instruction, reference level selection between first and second reference levels 
depending on the selection instruction, and comparison of a selected output with a corresponding 
one of reference levels.
